TENNBISEE AND KENTUCKY.
The latest news from the war is yuite as weleome
a# auy that has preceded it. The occupation of Nash-
ville by the guvernment forces is phed beyond a

doubt. Gen. Buell at the head ofsa portion of his
command entered the city on the 2d inst.  The rebel
troups, after committing all manner of d.predations
on public property, destroying railroad bridges, &c.,
tdl]b:wk vn Murfreesboro,on the Nashville and Chat-
tanooga Railroad, thirty-two miles southeast of the
capital. It is thought they will avail tiemstlves of
the twouutain passes in that neighborhoot,and opposc
the advance of our army into Northern Alabmna.
Gen. Buell had with him 'in his advance from Bowl-
ing Green to Nashville, portions of McCook’s and
Mitchell’s divisions, but, soon after his arrival at the
latter place, was joined by Crittenden’s and Nelson’s
commands, who went up the Cuberland by steaner.
His force, allowing for garrisons at Bowling Green
and other points occupied, can not be lexs than forty
thousand troops. s our troups progress in Tenuves-
sco, we hear the most gratifying evidences of the re«
vival of Union feeling among the people. The left

The bearers of the rebul tlag of truce, who met
Commodore Foote aud General Cullom, near Colum-
bus, v thedad ivst., made a proposition for the evac-
uation umbus. This was referred to General
Halleck. But the terms proposed were rejected by
that officer, and the answer despatched by the fiag of
truce which went down from Caire on the 24th.

But since then Coluwmbus has really been abandoned.

The following dispatch received from Commodore

Foote, dated Cairo, March 1, settles the matter:

It was believed that our forees would occupy the
Aace on March 2d.  The rebels were to fall back on
sland No. 10 in the Mississippi River.

Gen. Buell has also telegraphed that Murfreesboro
had been abandoned by the rebels, who were retreating
aloug the Nashville and Chattanvoga Railroad, tearing
up the rails as they procecded, thus rendering pursuit
difficult.

A great change is found to have occurred already
m the political fecling in Tennessce, and the War
“Dopartment feels itselt’ warranted in taking measures
fimmediately to raise and arm volunteer troops in
that State. The important announcement is also
made by authority, that the Tennessee and Cumber-
land Rivers will be opened this week to free and un-
restricted commerce, under the order of the Secre-
tary of the Treasury. This will provea just meas-
wre of relief to the loval people of Tennessee, who
have been subjected to the greatest deprivations dur-
g the rebel occupation of the State.

More than this, business messages have been receiv-
ed in New York by telegraph from Nashville for
tho first time since early last summer ; the Post Office
is taken posscssion of by the government; and the
President has designated the Hon. Andrew Johnson
20 be a Brigadier General, and he proceeds to Tennes-
eco immediately, to open a military provisional zov-
ernment of Tennessee until the civil government shal
be reconstructed.

The rebel forces under Albert S. Johnston are be-
ing stoadily pressed backward by Gen. Buell. Cotton
to the value of $100,000 has falleninto our hands at
Nashville, and the Treasnry Department has taken
mneasures to have it bronght to New York. So the
work goes bravely on.
